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PLAN TO SEND ¢ CAVALRY AND 
ARTILLERY TO OUTSIDE RES- 
ERVATIONS ABANDONED. 


’Michigan’s reorganized National 
guard, officered by men who saw 
service during the World war, will 
be in Grayling Friday and begin 
training in earnest Saturday mornng. 
The encampment will last 15 days. 

Although the original plan had 
been to send the artillery to Camp 
Douglas,..Wis,, and the cavalry to 
Camp Grant, IIL, only the infantry 
and signal corps going to Grayling, 
the order has been countermanded 
and the Michigan Guard will follow 
its custoth of before the war and 
train at a single camp, Grayling. 

Two Regiments of Infantry. 

A complete regiment of infantry, 
the 126th, has been organized. Most 
of the units are in the western part 
of the state, under Commander Col- 
onel Earl R. Stewart, an officer of 
the M. N. G., who was with the 
Same outfit through the war, ad- 
vancing 16 the rank of major. There 
ure also seven companies of what will 
ultimately be there organized 125th 
infantry, most. of these companies 
Being from Detroit and the neighbor- 
ing cities, 

The 119th field artillery, reorgan- 
ized at Lansing, with units at Grand 
Ledge, Charlotte and St. Johns, will 
be in camp, minus, however its former 
commandér, Colonel Chester B. Mc- 
Cormick, who is now a major in the 
regular army. There are six bat- 
teries of .this outfit, three being in 
Lansing and one each in the neigh- 
boring cities. 

There will also be a squadron of 
what wil} ultimately be the 106th 
cavalry. This unit is in Detroit. 
The 132nd signal company, of Ypsi- 
Janti, will be in camp, making a to- 
tal of 2,500 guardsmen to train at 
Grayling ‘this year. 

Regular Army Instructer. 
For the same reason that the plan 


for encampment at Douglas and 
Grant were abandoned lack of regu- 
Jar army cunits to send to train with 
the guard, there will be no regular 
army instructor. The instruction 
will be given by officers of the Mich- 


A . 
igan guard who saw service at the 
front and who were instructors of the 
national army in France. 
The regular army recognizes the 
Michigan guard instructors as equal 


to its own. The plans of Major J. H.}. 
Lewis, who will have charge of ar-|: 


tillery work, have been approved by 


the army, as have those of Major L., 


S. Grieves, inspector for Michigan 
and instructor for the infantry. 

The members of the reorganized 
guard are mainly young men who 
have reached the age of 18 since the 
end of the war. The officers are 98 
per cent veterans and 90 per cent 
former. officers overseas. Because of 
the lack of training of the enlisted 
personnel, the initial year’s training 
will begin with fundamentals. 

There wil be no division battle: In 
fact, the largest members to be em- 
ployed will be in platoon exercises 
with ball ammunition. The purpose 
is to get the recruits well grounded 
in the fundamentals of soldiering, so 
that the next encampment can take 
up the work where this one leaves 


off, 

Col. John S, Bersey, adjutant gen- 
eral of the state has general. charge 
of the encampment and is now in 
Grayling preparing for the troops. 
Colonel Stewart, senior officer of the 
guard, will be in command of the 
camp. 


TO VOTE ON CONSOLIDATION 
OF SCHOOL DISTRICTS 


Distriets 1, 2, 3, 4, 7 of South 
Branch Téwnship will vote to consol- 
idate and establish a Rural Agricul- 
tural School, on Aug 18th, 1921. 

This is a forward step in education 
for Crawford County. Many dis- 
tricts over the state both in the up- 
per and lower peninsulas are consid- 
ering the same question this year. 
It means better schools, and a fair 
chance for the rural boy and_ girl. 
The twelve grades may be taught as 
the need comes. This alone is a big 
asset to parents who have had to 
send their children away for an ed- 
ucation at an age when they 
need parental. care. 

While the change cannot be made 
at once, a bigger field will be opened 
up, where boys and girls will be giv- 
en a chance to do things. Agricul- 
ture on a practical basis, manual 
training, and domestic science will 
each be added, first on a limited scale 
and then advanced at the pupil’s 
need, 

Crawford County people may be 
congratulated that they have seen 
the educational needs of its hoys and 
girls and even at a big sacrifice are 
consolidating.

MILITARY HOSPITAL TO BE OP- 
ENED FOR CONVALESCENT 
EX-SERVICE MEN. 


Thru the efforts of the Hospital 
committee of the American Legion, 
of which Fred Z. Pantlind, of Grand 
Rapids is the chairman, the hospital 
at the Hanson State Military reser- 
vation will soon be opened and used‘as 
a place fur convaiescent ex-service 
men. 

Workmen are now getting the place 
in readiness. The upper and lower 
ve.andas are being screened in. 
These are over 8 feet wide and 120 
feet along each side and 50 feet 
across the front and rear of the 
building. 

This is a fine building and is lo- 
eated in a delightful spot, overlook- 
ing beautiful Lake Margrethe, which 
was formery known as Portage lake 
until renamed by the Military board 
complimentary to Mrs, Margrethe 
Hanson, wife of Rasmus Hanson the 
donor of the reservation grounds to 
the National Guard of Michigan. 
About the hospital is a grove of oak 
trees. It is the first building one 
comes to upon entering the massive 
gateway to the military grounds. 
Other buildings near by are the ad- 
ministration building, homes of the 
caretakers; military warehouses and 
large, new garage. 

Upon entering the edifice one is 
struck with the beauty of the:inter- 
ior. here are large hails running 
thruout the length of each floor. 
Near the entrance are reception par- 
lors on each side. To the rear . of 
these the halls widen. into wards. 
These are delightfully cheery with 
high ceilings and large windows that 
admit plenty of sunshine and bright- 
ness. On this floor is also located the 
spacious dining room. 

At the rear of the first floor is the 
operating room and dispensary, com-~- 
pletely equipped with the very latest 
and best apparatus for use in surgery 
and treatment of the ill. The second 
story is very similar to that of the 
first floor with exception of the oper- 
ating and dining rooms. There are 
four bath rooms and lavatories in the 
building. In the basement are lo- 
cated the laundry, kitchens and heat- 
ing plant. Water is supplied by a 
special plant connected with the 
building, independent from the water 
system of the reservation, and the 
water is of the high quality for which 
this northern country is generally 
noted. 

The beds and furnishings have not 
as yet been put in place but every- 
thing is on hand to make this one of 
the most comfortable and health giv- 
ing places any man might wish to go 
to. There will be fine beds and plen- 
ty of comfortable chairs and rockers 
and lounging places. 

This building was constructed at a 
cost to the State of $50,000. The 
furnishings involve an expenditure 
of about $10,000. It is a distance of 
five miles from Graylng which is 
reached by rail and by fine gravel 
highways. 

The American Legion is to be con- 
gratulated upon acquiring this fine 
building and this grand location for 
the use of their disabled and ijl com- 
rades.

BIRTH AND DEATH RATE. 

Lansing, Aug. 3.—A_ high birth 
rate, a low meee death rate, and 
a high infant mortality rate pre- 
vailed in Crawford County during the 
first six months of 1921, according ta 
semi-annual compilations of the di- 
vision of vital statistics of the state 
department of health. 

Crawford County reported 73 
births and 21 deaths. This is equiv- 
alent to a birth date of 36.2 and a 
general death rate of 9.2 per 1,000 
population. Deaths of 16 children 
under 1 year of age gave the county 
an infant mortality rate of 82.2 per 
1,000 living births.

Skeletons of Prehistoric Animals Show 
That. Nature Gave Them Some. 
what Strange Equipment.

Seventeen skeletons of the so-called 
“Clawed Horse” of prehistoric times 
from the Agate Spring fossil quarry of 
western Nebraska have been placed 
in storage, for lack of exhibiting space, 
at the American museum of natural 
tulstory, New York. 

The varied skeletonic combinations 
of Muropus-and deductions therefrom 
are described by Professors Osborn 
and Matthew, as follows: 

“The Moropus was a distant rela- 
tive of the rhinoceros, the tapir, and 
the horse. It is about the size of a 
rhinoceros but very different in 
form; the head and neck are like 
those of the horse, ‘The rounded back 


resembles that of a tapir, and the 
Jegs, although massive like those of 


the rhinoceros, are much longer, The 
teeth and feet are very distinctive, 
The teeth show that the animal 
browsed on vegetation. 

“Moropus belongs with rhinoceros, 
tapirs and horses to the order of Per 
issodactyls, or hoofed mammals with 
an odd number of toes on the hind 
foot. The ruminants, camels, plgs and 
hippopotamiuses have an even number 
of toes either two or four. Moropus 
bas three toes. The feet with thelr 
great claws are more Ike those of 
ant eaters and similar digging mam- 
mals than of any of the hoofed mam- 
mals to which Moropus reaily belongs. 
It is suggested that the claws were 
designed to uid in scraptug away the 
sand in dry river beds or other sult 
able places to obtain drink,”

But a step from tands first and 
longest Known in the history of the 
world—Egypt, Babylon, Palestine— 
Arabia remains one of the world's 
Tnost unknown regions. And in. one 
of its least known corners fs the In- 
dependent stnte of Oman. Lfstorieally, 
politically and geographically, Oman 
hns always been isolated from the rest 
of Arabia. Ever since the days of 
the caliphate, so far as communication 
with other Arabs {gs concerned, Oman 
wus practically an island, with a sea 
ef water on two sides and a sea of 
sand—the great Arabian desert—on 
the other. Asa result, the people are 
even more primitive in their habits 
than the Arabs generally; and only re- 
cently have other towns than Muscat, 
the capital, opened their eyes to the 
world, 

Oinan is a relatively narrow strip of 
coast, bowed around the Irregular 
eastern tip of Arabia. To the north- 
west It extends half way along the 
southern shure of the Persiun gulf, 
into the head of which empty the his- 
torie Tigris und Buphrates rivers, 
From there it extends in a croaked, 
unbroken strip of varying width for 
nearly 1000) tiiles, its southwestero 
extremity reaching almost ta the mid 
pulnt of the Uaring south shore of 
the Arabinn peninsula, 

The state has an area of 82,000 
square miles, ulmoust twice that of 
Although generally ac- 
cepted statistics place the population 
at 800,000, Colonel Mile4, who has 
seen wore of the interior than any 
other recent traveler, estimates it at 
over 1,000,000. The capital, Muscat, 
and the adjoining town of Mutrah, 
have together about 25,000 {nhabit- 
ants, The ancient capital, Rostak, 
which {fs inland, declined fm impor- 
tance after the Portuguese, during the 
remarkable growth of thelr colonial 
Power in the Sixtenth century, pushed 
around the Cape of Good Hope and 
horthward and eastward, occupying 
Muscat, The Portuguese remained in 
possession of this metropolis of Oman 
from 1508 until the middle of the Sev- 
epteenth century, 

Was Almost an Empire. 

The conquerurs of Oman who gave 
ft Its present ruling family came from 
Yemen on the other side of Arabia, 
Ahmed bin Sneed, the leader, cap- 
tured Muscat in 1741. The present 
sultan and tman, who came to the 
throne in 1013, is a descendant of this 
Eighteenth century conqueror, 

At the beginning of the Nineteenth 
century, before Europernn powers had 
determined upon the almost cumplete 
parceling out of Africa, Oman was al- 
most an empire. It extended over a 
large part of Arabia, the islinds to 
the north of Arabia in the Persian 
gulf, a strip of the southern coast of 
Persia, and a strip of the Indinn 
ocean coust of Africa from the north- 
eastern point near the entrance to the 
Red sea almost half way to the Cape 
of Good Hope. This African territory, 
including Zanzibar, comprised large 
parts of what later became Italian 
Somaliland, British East Africa and 
German East Africa. It also Included 
the important Island of Socotra at the

At that thme the slave trade was 
flourishing, and it was the Arabs of 
Oman who expjored the great Interlor 
of Africa long before the days of 
Speke and Livingstone. On the death 
tn 1858 of Oman's “Alexander,” the 
Suitan Sa'eed, the empire began to 
break up, one son becoming sultan of 
Zanzibar and another sultan of the 
Arnblan territory. Subsequently al! 
Asiatic possessions outside Arabla 
were lost, except a few islands in the 
Persian gulf. About this tlme Oman 
came under the virtun! protection of 
Great: Britain through the Indlan gov- 
ernment, and a British consul and po- 
litical agent has since been main- 
tained at Muscat.

One of the most picturesque parts 
of cium is the sy-catied Pirate coast, 
just’ within the great point of land 
which almost closes the mouth of the 
Persian gulf. the sailing ground of Sin- 
bad the Sailor. This region was a 
base of operation for pirates as trou- 
Inésome in the first half of the Nine- 
teenth century of the Indian and 
Persian trade as were the Carib- 


bean pirate nests to the ships that 
plied between Panama and Europe 
a Century or soenrlier. The inhabitants 
of ‘the Pirate coast were extremely 
fanatical as well, which added to their 
trouble-making qualities. British gun- 
boats, with the assistance of Indian 
forces: put an eng to the depredations, 
and the one-time pirates of this region 
have now mostly turned to pearl div- 
ing for a living. 
Trip Through the Country. 

A journey from the Pirate coast 
across the base of the great point of 
Oman to Sohr or some of the adjacent 
ports, a trfp of about 100 miles, gives 
an excellent {dea of the back country 
of this {ttle-known state. Caravans 
making this trip usually travel at night 
and rest under whatever shade may 
he found during the day. On the sec- 
oud day one passes villages and cultl- 
vated fields and at night sleeps sur- 
iounded by thousands of sheep and 
goats, driven in by Bedouin Jasses 
from their mountain pastures, Even 
among these shepherds one finds read- 
ers, and colporteurs sell books wher- 
ever the camels halt long enough to 
strike a bargain. In entering the 
narrow pass of Hitta, the guides go 
ahead mounted, with rifles loaded and 
cocked. 

‘Travelers are not troubled with the 
heat at night, but during the day It 
is intense, and It is refreshing to come 
to an oasis (common io this part of 
Oman), where water bursts from a big 
Spring, and trees and flowers grow In 
luxury, In the mountainous parts of 
Oman the roads run atmost tnvarlably 
nlong the wady beds; sometimes these 
fre sandy water courses; again deep, 
rocky ravines or broad, fertile valleys. 
Vegetation genera)ly is tolerably abun- 
dant. Tamarisks, oleanders, euphor- 
hias, and acacias are the most com- 
mon trees and shrubs, . 

Some of it Unexplored. 

Although some travelers “have 
reached the edge of the Oman desert. 
all the country beyond is still largely 
terra incognita. No one has ever made 
the journey beyond the range of moun- 
tains or solved the mystery of west- 
ern Oman, which 1s still a blank on 
the best maps; nor is anything known 
of the Jand 100 miles southwest of 
Muscat save by Arab hearsay. 

The most populous and fertile dis- 
trict of the highlands of Oman is Jebel 
aAkhdar, which is also the best known. 
The fertility of this region is wonder- 
ful and in striking contrast with the 
barren rocks of so large a part of the 
coast. With a semi-tropical climate, 
an elevation of 8,000 to 5,000 feet, and 
abundant springs, the wadys and 
oases of Oman have awakened the de- 
light and amazement of every traveler 
who has ventured to explore them 
Water, the one priceless treasure in 
all Arabla, here Jssues in perennial 
streams from many rocky clefts, apd 
is most carefully husbanded by the in- 
genulty of the people for wide Irriga- 
tion by meang of canals or water 
courses called feluj. 


Except along the Pirate coast the 


Arabs of Oman are remarkably free: 


from famaticism, simple tn their babits, 
and wonderful In thelr hospitality.

SUCCULENT FEED FOR DAIRY 


Modern Machinery for Planting and 
Cultivating Ronts Makes Work 
ese Laborious. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


With the development of the silo 
many dairy cow owners have over- 
looked the value of routs as a succu- 
ent feed for enttle. Mfangel-wurzel, 
beets, carrots, aud turnips are the prin- 
cipal roots grown for this purpose. 
They are particularly adupted to the 
cooler und wore mofst portions of the 
eountry, The principal drawback to 
thelr use isthe labor of growing, har- 
vesting and storing them, On the 
other hand. say specialists of the Uni- 
ted States Department of Agriculture, 
oot crops have a distinct advantage 
for small dairies, as it is generally ac- 
cepted that a sito wii poet prove eco- 
nomical where less than six agimals 
are being fed. Roots may be stored 
In a proper cellar, or buried jn the 
ground, and can be taken out in any 
desired quantity without injury ta the 
remainder. 

A surprisiffg amount of roots can 
be produced on a small acreage. A 
yield of 25 tons per acre of mangel- 
wurzels ts nothing unusual. while fn 
England, where rvots are used almost 
entirely to supply succulent food, the 
yield per acre is increased gull further 
by tntensive farming. 

Other kinds of beets, and also tur- 
cips and carrots, may be used. Tur- 
nips, however, should be fed after 
milking rather than before, as they 
give a bad flavor to the product. Yel- 
low carrots impart a desirable coler 
to the milk. For feeding purposes the 
mangels wil probally be fougd the 
most practices! beet. Among carrots, 
the Long Orange is recommended be- 
cause of its large size and. heavy yield, 
te forms a lony, thick root, and is very 
easily grown. The White Vosges or 
Belgian is grown exclusively for stock, 
and is an even heavier yielder. The 
rutahaga is recommended as a good 
turnip. The same soils and methods 
of cultivating are adapted to all three 


v 


The soil should be well enriched, and 
should be one that warms up quickly 
In the sprivg. Mast growers regard 
sandy loam as best adapted to the cul 
ture of root ereps, this being partic- 
ularly .trne of the early spring crop. 


An Acre or Two of Roots Will Feed a 
Small Dairy Herd. 


For later crops heavy soils can be em- 
ployed, and muck soils are widely used 
for the midsummer and fall crops. 
Land that is in good physical conal- 
flon as the result of early and proper 


handling. well supplied with availatile 
plant food and riel in organic matter, 
fs essentinl to best results.  Appli- 
entions of stable untnure at the rate 
of 20 te SU tons per acre are astvis- 
able. and this may profitably be sup- 
plemented Ly the use of commercial 
fertilizer couta'ning at least 2) per 
cent nitrogen, S per cont phosphoric 


acid. and 4 per cent: potash. 

The seed is sown fn rows at least 
30 inehes apart it horse cultivation ts 
practiced. but under hand cultivation 
they need not he nore than 15 to 18 
inches, Ordinarily about 6 pounds 
of beet seed per acre is required. Seed 
is ardinarily covered ta a depth of 
% to T Inch. As beet seed is rather 
slow in germination, the practice of 
sowing some quick-spreuting seeé 
along with it {s sometimes followed. 
These plants rerve ag markers for the 
tows before the beets are up, so that 
cultivation may be begun hefore the 
beets show above the ground. Radishes 
are frequently used for this purpose. 

Reet seeds come in clusters, and it 
is Inevitable that thinning by hand 
will be required. | 7 

Roots intended for winter starage 
are allowed to stand In the field unt! 
Just before heavy autumn frosts or- 
cur, when they are pulled and stored 
in pits or cellars, requiring much. the 
same treatment as potatoes.and gim- 
ilar root «crops. 

From 20 to 35 pounds of sliced or 
pulped roots, with a proper grain. ta- 
tion and dry follage, ts a day's ration 
for an ordinary dutry cow. Thua it 
will be seen that 24% tons will -carry 
a cow through the usual five-months‘ 
winter feeding period, An acre or two 
of beets, carrots and turnips should be 
enough to supply any herd which fs 
not large enough: to make a silo profit- 
able. With the development. of the 
sugar-beet indusiry many implements 
and methotls of culture have been de- 
vised which reduce the labor required 
to grow root crops. é

Charged waters, such as apollinaris 
or ginger ale, help to convert a sim- 
ple “fruitade” into a “punch” for oc- 
casions when a festive drink is appro- 
priate, but the fruit juices, diluted 
with water only and well chilled, are 
yery refreshing. 


Special Fruitade Re Recipe Not Neces- 
sary. 

A special] recipe is not necessary tc 
make a fruitade. Any single pre- 
dominant flavor may give it its name 
raspberry, grape, pineapple or orange; 
often four or five fruits are blended 
in approximately equal quantities, 
The flavor of peaches combines well 
pineapple, orange 
und lemon; the juice of blackberries. 
raspberries, currants, grapefruit, 
blackcaps, limes, and plums can be 
used in any selected. combinations 
Lemon is necessary (unless limes are 
used for the purpose) to make the 
drink sufficiently acid to quench the 
thirst on a hot day. 

The amount of water added de. 
pends somewhat on the kinds of fruit 
used, and also on the preference of 
the “taster.” A preponderance of 


very acid juices—lemon or lime-—wili 


stand more dilution than the mildei 
flavors. In general one part of water 
to one. of mixed fruit juice can be 
tried at first, and more water added 
if it seems desirable. Tea may be 
substituted for about one-third of the 
water if the punch is made for 
adults; if children are to have any, 
it is better to omit the tea. The in- 
dividual taste must be the guide in 
sweetening. 

Sugar should be added to fruit 
drinks in the form of sirup, to get the 
best effect, as well as to use it in the 
most economical way. ‘I'wo’ parts of 
supar to one of water should be sim- 
mered for five minutes and then cool- 
ed before adding to the other ingred- 
ients. Sugar sirup can be prepared 
for several days at a time, and ‘kepi 
bottled in the refrigerator; leftover 
fruit juices may also be boiled with 
sugar and kept. in a cold place for 
short periods unti] one has enough on 
hand to make up a good fruitade. 

A thin. slice or two of orange and 
lemon, some chopped bits of pineap- 
ple with banana, a few colorful ber- 
ries, invite attention ‘to the bowl on 
piteher of punch, and a sprig of mint 
both flavors and completes it. Profes- 
sional caterers often. include a slice 
of cucumber. When a fruit puncl: 
must be prepared for a large gather- 
ing of: people—a dance, a sociable, o1 
a pienic—it is helpful-to have exact 
ingredients specified. About 40 per- 
soris can be served by the following 
recipe, which is recommended by the 
Experimental Kitchen, United State: 
Department of Agriculture. 

Fruit Punch. 

1 ean grated pineapple; 3 cusp boil 
ing water; 1 cup freshly made 
strong tea; juice of 6 lemons; juice 
of 10 oranges; % teaspoon salt; 1 
quart grape, currant, loganberry, 
raspberry, or strawberry juice; 2 pin‘ 
bottles apollinaris or ginger ale; % 
pounds sugar boiled with 1 quari 
water for 5 minutes. Ice to cool. 

Cook the pineapple for 20 minute: 
in the boiling water and strain. Cool 
add the remaining fruit juices, the 
tea, and the cooled sirup. It is better 
to make the punch a few hours ahead 
and let it stand closely covered or 
ice to chill and ripen. At serving 
time, add the apollinaris, gingerale 
or water to dilute to the strength de- 
sired. Garnish with thin slices of 
fruit and mint leaves. 


A Little Salt Intensifies Flavor. 

It will be noticed that a little salt 
is called for in this punch. A “sus- 
picion” of salt, as the French. say. 
intensifies the sweetness and the fla- 
vor of any fruit drink. Blackberry 
juice combined with lemon and a few 
grains of ‘salt is recommended. 
Canned pineapple juice appeals to 
the whole family, but it needs a dash 
of Jemon to give pungency. Orange 
juice is desirabla in children’s diet 
but it should not be limited to. the 
children. There are many delicious 
drinks to be made with orange juice 
as a basis. The fresh oranges must 
of course be used. Commercial 
orange flavor will not answer the 
same purpose. 

Grape juice may be canned at home 
for use in beverages. It is particu- 
larly refreshing combined with lime 
juice, and diluted with an_ equal 
amount of carbonated water. Logan- 
berry juice, which has a fine flavor 
similar to raspberry, is commercially 
bottled in the West. The housewife 
who can get loganberries may well 
can some of this excellent fruit juice 
for home use: Nutrition specialists 
of. the Department of Agriculture 
point out that fresh fruit drinks, es- 
pecially those made from grape juice 
and the various citrus fruits, are im- 
portant for children because they 
supply vitamines. A pitcher of 
orangeade or lemonade or grape 
punch, therefore, is not a mere grat- 
ification, but a real contribution to 
the day’s food.
